__ Japan's Jumping-Off Place For 


By WILLIAM TEELING 


(Reproduced from “Overseas,” the 
magazino.of the Overseas League). 


Nes Japanese have held Formosa 
for over forty years. It is their 
oldest colony and {t is interesting to 
see what success they have had in 
dealing with It. The oldest inhabit- 
ants of Formosa are the aborigines. 
There are now about 160,000 of these 
people left, scattered up and down 
the island, but mostly on the eastern 
side. They have not always been 


lucky In their treatment elther by. 


Chinese or Japanese and massacres 
in the past have been numerous. 


To-day, however they live. in 
separate districts as much as possi- 
ble.and are belng educated entircly 
os Japanese by Japanese policemen, 
who act as teachers.. When they 
come down to the towns, they have 
their own small compound, .where 
they can spend the night, bring their 
shopping and rest. They are the 
only people in Formosa who are be- 
coming completely Japanese, and are 


Inenpable of resisting St. 
SQUEEZED OUT 


Next come the Chinese. There are 
over five milllons of thes¢. They 
have come.to Formosa in different 
waves over many generations, With 
a view to controlling them the 
Japanese decided that there must.be 
as few wealthy Chinese in Formosa 
as possible. They, therefore, -dis- 
courage any Chinese frorn setting up 
in business on a big scale, and con- 
sequently almost all the ticher 
Chinese have. sent their sons buck 
into Chinn ’to settle there and make 
thelr own fortunes. This Icaves all 
the positions of Importance and all 
the manogement of big concerns in 
the hands of Japanese. : 


tt 
The five millions of Chinese who 
stlif remain are therefore, almost all 
of..a..working-class  type.. ‘These 
people ore permitted to carry on 
peacefully, and -so0 fer have ~ been 
allowed to-have thelr ‘own. Chinese 
plays and processions, They have 
cen given good rondg and law ane 
order, and. they consider that on. the 
whole they are a great deal_better 
off than they would be under Chinese 
war jords, pac re 


Many of them, from their polnt.of 
view, have another advantage. They 
can go to the Chinese mainland and 
pretend at first that they are Chinese 
subjects; . They: then. engage in ille- 
gai activities, such ds the opium trade 
and smuggling, and: when’ arrested 
by the Chinese authorities they claim 
{mmunity os Japanese subjects and 


are supported in this by the Consular 
authorities. © 


: SETTLEMENT FAILURE 


Next to the Chinese come the 
Japanese themselves. They have 
made many’uttempts to colonise the 
country with poorer people from 
Japan, but In forty years they have 
only, so far, .got one colony 
functioning, a settlement of about a 
hundred families, which has only 
been tn‘existence two years and |s 
subsidised from Tokyo.” 


The reason for the {nilure of 
colonssing schemes is that the 


Japanese standard of Hving is higher’ 


than that of the Chinese and they 
are consequently handicapped in 
marketing and in everything elsc. 
It Is the -same story with regard to 
small trading In the towns and, as 
a result, they are’ only a Httle over 
200,000 Japanese in the island of 
Formosa. These people are almost 
all cither.Government officials, clerks 
in offices, or are working for some 
Government factory (or some big 
Japanese concern) in the tea in- 
dustry, Iumber trade or the fishcrics.

. King George VI., ua Duke of York, 
achieved high eminence in 
masonry. He was installed Grand 
Master Mason of Scotland during the 
recent bicentenary celebrations in 
Edinburgh, sist 8 

Although the United Grand’ Lodge 
of England has precedence of all 
others by virtue of {ts having been 
established in 1717, Scotland can 
claim the oldest records in the his- 
tory of Freemasonry, 

The Grand Lodge. of Scotland was 
founded in 1736, It resulted from the 
activity of a very old Lodge, Canon- 


a OLE __ Kilwinning No, 2, which, In. 
that year, initiated Willlam St. Clair, 


by immemorial tradition hereditary 
Grand Master of Scotland. ae 

On his initiation St. Clair resigned 
his hereditary claim, and was almost 
immediately elected Grand Muster 
of the Grand Lodge ‘of Scotland. 
Thirty-three lodges were repfesented 
at’ the event. 


.. , TREASURED MINUTES 


Among the most treasured posses- 
-slons of Scottish Freernasonry at 
Edinburgh fs the record of a visit by, 
Dr, John Theophilus Desaugliers on 
Aug.. 24, 1721 preserved in’ the 
minutes of the Lodge of Edinburgh 
(St. Mary’s Chapel) No, 1. 

Desauglicrs, who had been elected 
Grand Master of England in 1719, is 
held to have inspired the foundation 
of the Grand Lodge of Scotland, 

The ‘minutes of the Lodge of Edin- 
burgh (St. Mary's Chupel) No. 1 go 
back to July, 1599-—-the oldest of any 
lodge in the world, 

The carly pages incorporate the 
“Schaw Statutes,” dat Dec. 28, 
1598, ak ae ; 

Schaw, who was Master of Work 
to His Majesty the King of Scotland, 
and General’ Warden of the Craft 
there, Issucd statutes and ordinances 
for the regulatlon of lodges, and de- 
clared that Edinburgh “shall be for 
all time coming as of before the first 
ond principal lodge in Scotland.” It 
was in those days, and for long aftcr- 
wards an lodge of operatives, but al- 
most from the start included a 
“speculative” clement until it eventu- 
ally completely changed. : 


BURNS AS LODGE POET

one of the most important and valu- 
able possessions of Freemasonry. 
The Roll: of Membership (Mary's

They are the 
only. people in Formosa who are be- 
coming completely Japanese, and arc 
incapable of resisting it, " 


_ SQUEEZED OUT 


Next come the Chinese, There arc 
aver. five millions of these, They 
have come to Formosu in ‘different 
waves over many generations. With 
ao view to controlling them the 
Japnnese decided that there must be 
as few wealthy Chinese in Formosa 
as possible. They, therefore, dis- 
courage any Chinese from setting up 
in -business on a big scale, and.con- 
sequently almost all’ the richer 
Chinese have sent their sons back 
into China to settle there and make 
{helt own fortunes. This I¢aves all 
the posilions of importance and all 
the management of big’ concerns: In 
the hands of Japanese. . 


“The. five millions of Chinese who 
sti remaln are therefore, almost all 
.of a - working-class . type.: These 
people are permitted: to carry on 
pencefully, and so far have heen 
allowed to have’ thelr. own Chinese 
plays and processions. They have 

en given. good roads and jaw one 
order, ond they consider that on the 
whole they are a‘great deal: better 
off than they would be under Chinese 
war lords, . Sas Pps eh 

Many. of.them, from their point of 
view, have another advantoge, They 
can go to the Chincae mainiand-and 
pretend at first that they are Chinese 
subjects, They then engage In Mire 
gal activities, stich os the opium trade 
nnd smuggling, ond when “arrested 
by the Chinese authoritics they claim 
immunity as Japanese. subjects ind

SETTLEMENT FAILURE 


Next to the Chinese come the 
Japanese themselves. They have 
made many attempts to colonise the 
country with poorer people from 
Japan, but in forty years they‘ have 
only, so for, got one colony 
functioning, 
hundred families, which has only 
been In existence two. years and Is 
subsidiscd from.Tokyo. $ 


The reason for the failure of 
colonising ‘schemes is .that the 
Japanese standard of hiving is higher 
than that of the Chinese and they 
are consequently handicapped in 
marketing and in. everything else. 
Tt Is the same story with regard to 
small trading in the towns and, os 
a result, they are-only a little over 
200,000 Japinese in the Island of 
Formosa... ‘These people are almost 
all either Government officials, clerks 
in offices, or are working for.some 
Government factory (or some big 
Japanese concern) in the tea in- 
dustry, lumber trade or the fisheries. 


Again distinction has to_be made 
between Japanese born in Japan ond 
Japanest born in Formosa.’ '. The 
Japanese, both in business ond in 
Government offices, insist that the 
best positions -must go to people 
coming directly from Japan. They 
.consider that a Japanese who has 
been born ‘and: bred in * Formosa 
may’ have lost some ef his Japanese 
Ideals, and so he offen finds {t almost

492,000 in December, 1935. 

For the whole year, exports totalled 
£440,719,000, compared with £425,- 
834,000 in 1935 and £395,085,000 in 
1934. Re-exports for the correspond- 
ing periods were £60,416,000, £55,- 
303,000 and £51,243,000 respectively, 

In 1930, imports reached a value of 
£848,036,000, against £756,413,000 
fn 1035. The Increase of exports in 
December Jast was proportionately 
about twice as great. ns the increase

More stecl was produced in the
